Thousands of Atlantans last night 
witnessed one of those heavenly spec-

The total eclipse last night was of 
the longest duration that has been 
witnessed in Atlanta in the last 50 
years and it was the first total eclipse 
visible here in slightly less than sev-

Ex-Premier Offers Public 
Works Program as Basis 


of Revival. 


LONDON, July 15.—(UP)— Bri- 
tain tonight rejected David Lioyd- 
George's proposed New Deal. 

The cabinet, after a long meeting 
with Prime Minister Stanley Bald- 
win, voted decisively against Lloyd 
George's land and coal propo and 
demurred at other features because 
of expense.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., July 15.—(4) 
A franchise tax was held out to the 
general assembly today by Governor 
Hill McAlister as the most effective 
plug for Tennessee's financial hole, 
but he emphasized the law-makers 
were free to explore any other fields 
of revenue. 

Liquor legislation, 
omitted from his call. 

In a 10,000-word message, which 
the governor read personally at the 
start of the 20-day extra session, 
he called upon the legislature to bor- 
row to pay off past indebtedness anv 
then to balance the budget. 

He recommended a franchise tax 
which is a levy on invested capital 
of corporations, as a supplement to the 
present 3 per cent corporation excise 
tax that is imposed on net garninzs 
arising from business done® wholiz 
within the state. 

Governor McAlister estimated that 
the net revenue increase would be 
$1,750,000 a year and this, together 
with an additional $500,000 annually 
auditors said could be expected from 
reorganization of the finance and tax- 
ation department, would be sufficient 
to make income equal outgo. 

Four tax bills started the flow of 
revenue proposals. 

Introduced in the house were bills 
which would levy taxes on chain 
stores and amusements, revise inheri- 
tance tax schedules and remove ex- 
emptions from certain exempt prop- 
erty.

“We know how to deal with vio- | 
lent agitators and with ordinary 
prowlers,” said Captain William %&. 
Orthman, commander of the capitol 
guard, “but we often wonder what in 
the world to do with a particular type 
of nut that seems to be attracted by 
congress.” 

This type, he declared, is usually 
harmless but is persistent. “It includes 
beth men and women. Usually they 
once had some money but have lost 


everything and this has got to preying 
on their minds. They come to the 
capitol, determined to tell congress 
what is wrong with the country.” 

Two or three such persons turn up 
every week, he said. 

It is Captain Orthman’s policy to 
do what he can to humor them, listen. 
to their stories and theories and if 
possible get them to leave quietly. — | 

“Rut it is often not as easy as it: 
sounds,” he said. 


Sometimes he has members of con- 
gress get in touch with relief agencies 
in the state from which the demented 
visitor has come and provide railway 
fare back home. 


These people usually are spotted by 
the 61 members of the capitol guard 
as they attempt to enter the offices 
of legislators or as they try to get 
into the galleries. 

“Most persons are perfectly behaved 
when they visit the capitol,” said 
Orthman. “We have more than 2,000,- 
000 visitors every year. More thar 
9,000,000 automobiles pass over the 
capitol grounds.”

Suddenly, unexpectedly the British 
government has concluded a naval pact 
with Germany under the provisions of 
which the reich is allowed to build a 
fleet up to 35 per cent of the strength 
of the British navy, and in addition

HEAT WAVE WASHINGTON, Jtily 15.—The beads you. see on the 
. | brows of congressmen these days are not due en- 
entirely to the weather, but toa certain political heat wave. Excéllent 
cooling systems at the capitol are not adequate to combat the record 
temperatures being raised by the senate comimittée invéstigating the 
utilities lobby. 4 : 

The basic motive behind that investigation has not been a secret. 
The New Deal congressional board of stratégy decided more or less 
openly that the only way to save its original Wheelér-Rayburn bill, after 
the house defeat, was to dig up and broadcast the transgressions of the 
power people. It was arranged that Senator Wheeler would delay the 
bill until the investigators had built a publicity backfire which would 
make it hot for those congressmen who opposed the New Deal version 
of the bill. 

The initial success of the endeavor has been more than the most 
enthusiastic New Dealers expected. 


DEVASTATION Anyone who has been watching congressmen close- 

ly the last few days could almiost see a few of them 
wilt. The leading New Dealers say that a dozen or more house mem- 
bers have already indicated a desire to change their votes, before the 
Turkish bath torture goes any further. However, at least 35 must 
change, if the New Deal is to win. This will take some time, if indeed 
it can be accomplished at all. 

The prospects were greatly enlivened by the strong majority rolled 
up in the house for the New Deal TVA amendments last week. Every 
insider realized the swerving implications behind that vote. 

Furthermore, the power people themselves are glum. They do not 
know how to combat this sort of thing. One confessed mournfully a 
féw days ago that he thought the jig was up; that it is only “a question 
of what congress will do to us.” 


SLIP-UPS What is helping the New Deal game along is the fact that 
the power lobby, as usual, overplayed its hand in sqme in- 
stances. A typically idiotic incident 1s one which happened to Chair- 
man Rayburn, of the house committee in charge of the legislation. He 
has never told about it, but about a month ago he réceived over 100 
letters from the small town of Denison, Texas. All were virtually iden- 
tical in wording and all urged him to defeat his own bill. 
Rayburn acknowledged these letters and was surprised to find that 
52 of his acknowledgments came back undelivered because the postman 
could find no such persons living at the addresses given. A check-up 
indicates that many of the names were those of persons no longer living, 
or who had moved away from town., Some were children, under voting 
age. 


BLANKS Another slip-up occurred when workers of a utility plant in 

a Texas city were ordered to write letters against the bill. 
The company supplied the stationery and stamped envélopes. Most of 
the employes tucked bare sheets of paper into the envelopes and sent 
them to congressmen at Washington. One of the congressmen who thus 
received a blank piece of paper investigated and found out what 
happened. 


INTRIGUE « Ordinarily, when the defendants are permitted to judge 

their own cases, you may expect a quick acquittal. But 
the coéngressmén who are invéstigating themselves to find out whether 
they have been unduly influenced by the power lobby or the Président’s 
lobby, are so excited over this issue that they are unshéathing knives 
against each other and eying each other’s backs. 

Intrigues and counter-intrigues have sprung up behind the investi- 
gations to an unprecedented extent. 

For instance, some New Deal congressmen in the house are cutting 
ground underneath the house investigators. They do not trust that 
inquiry entirely. Secretly they are digging up data against their col- 
leagues and furnishing it to the senatorial invéstigators instead of to 
their own investigators. One congressman who is doing that asserts 
he has evidence indicating that some of his colleagues are on the pay roll 
of utilities companies as attorneys. He promises to “rock the capital.” 

A second congressman is trying to find proof that one of the house 
investigators has a brother in Maine for whom Congréssman Brewster 
has been seeking a postmastership. 


VACATION? Some of President Roosevelt's political friends have 

been looking lately into the summer retirement of 
Father Coughlin from the political arena. They wonder whether it is 
just for the summer, or how long. 

It is customary for the radio priest to stop broadcasting during the 
summer months. No suspicions wére aroused by that. But you may 
recall that he started last spring on a campaign to speak at mas$S meet- 
ings in the 12 states with the largest votés. Only four such meetings 
were heid. A fifth is planned at Chicago, whére Father Coughlin is 
suing the park board to get Soldiers’ field. But apparently the other 
seven are off. 

His Washington office says there are to be no further meetings; 
that all Coughlin’s plans are tentative; that he has not even any tenta- 
tive plans which would be of interest to the public during the summer. 

From a better source comes an authgritative hint that Coughlin’s 


plans for the fall (outside the radio field) are highly indefinite.

THE WORLD WAR 20 YEARS 
AGO TODAY. 

July 16, 1915—Warships used the 
Panama canal for the first time. They 
were neutral ships, of course, the 
Missouri, Ohio and Wisconsin. The 
canal was open to cargo vessels with- 
out distinction, but naval units of 
belligerent countries were barred. No 
one had any doubt now, however, after 
the casting aside of so many other 
international agreements, that either 
side would have hesitated to force the 
use of the canal with warships if 
expediency dictated it. It was appar- 
ent that in expending $600,000.000 to 
build the 50-mile waterway and addi- 
tional millions to maintain it for the 
benefit of all nations, Uncle Sam was 
storing up trouble for himself in this 
or future wars; that the canal was 
something potentially capable of in- 
volving him in any conflict of east- 
ern and western powers. Here was a 
future portent. 

Same day, news came from far be- 
hind a battlefront that was as impor- 
tant as anything happening in the 
front lines, another portent of the 
future. The South Wales miners went 
on strike, demanding a new minimum 
of wages higher than the previous 
maximum. The govérnment tried iv 
force a settlement, and then had to 
become conciliatory. David Lloyd- 
George harangued his fellow Welsh- 
men into calling off their strike, but 
had to give them most of their do- 
mands. The price of coal shot up 
everywhere, putting new pressure on 
“the home front.” And other labor 
groups were emboldened to make de- 
mands, Thereafter so-called labor trou- 
bles were frequent, and labor wen its 
way. Far-seeing statesmen grasped the 
fact war could no longer be fought 
without unrest at home, and prayed 
that the enemy would have it worst.

There is a lot to be seen almost 
anywhere if you take the trouble to 
look about you.

The sight of these 
insects brings to mind something of 
which we wrote a tew days ago—the 
diversity of form and habits of the 
insects in general. 

The wasps themselves are a tre- 
mendously interesting group. Have I 
ever written about the spider egg- 
coccoons I collected several years ago 
and which hatched not spiders, but 
wasps? I had half a dozen or so 
egg-sacs of the common garden spider, 
or writing spider, argiope. had in 
mind keeping the young spiders under 
observation and learning something of 
their growth and development. It was 
not in the course of events, however, 
that this should happen. All that I 
got from the egg-sacs was a number 
of small wasps. I was nonplussed 
and puzzled. This thing was not ac- 
cording to Hoyle at all. Here I had 
spider eggs and hatched wasps! 

So, not knowing just what to think 
I put two of the specimens in alcohol 
and sent them off to the Bureau of 
Entomology in Washington. I enclosed 
a stamp for a reply, in my colossal 
ignorance of the procedure of govern- 
mental agencies. I had a very nice 
letter back from the chief of the bu- 
reau, who took enough time to answer 
my childish scrawl and tell me that 
the specimens had been referred to 
the division of taxonomy and that he 
wonld let me know what my specimens 
were in a few days. He returned my 
stamp, too, which impressed me no 
end. 


Sure enough. a few days later there 
(came a letter from the Burean of En- 
'tomology. I was told that the speci- 
_mens 1 had sent were wasps of the 
| genus Pimpla. which characteristically 
'parasitizes the ezg-sacs of spiders.

YANGTZE PORT 
FIGHTS FLOOD 


Wuhu, famous “rice port” of the 
Yangtze, is isolated. Flood waters 
have cut it off from the south and 
Yangtze river traffic is at a stand- 
still. Dikes protecting the city have 
held only because men are working 
feverishly to strengthen and heighten 
them to avoid a major catastrophe. 

“The city proper, surrounded by a 


crumbling stone wall, lies about a 
mile from the south bank of the 
Yangtze,” says a bulletin from the 
Washington, D. C., headquarters of 
the National Geographic Society. 
Trade Brought Wuhu to the River. 

“According to legend, Wuhu once 
was many miles farther up Wuhu 
creek, but progressive city fathers de- 
creed that a removal of the city near- 
er the Yangtze was necessary to pros- 
perity. Brick by brick and board by 
board, Wuhu was removed to its preés- 
ent location. 

“Wuhu creek, which empties its 
sluggish torrent into the Yangtze, has 
long been too small to accommodate 
the city’s bristling commerce, so a port 
was opened on the ‘Father of Chinese 
Waters.’ The road between the river 
and the city became a straggling su- 
burb and the river front an animated 
scene of shifting craft. Hundreds of 
sampans slowly move here and there 
among scores of junks, some paintless 
and badly weatherbeaten; vthers dis- 
playing brilliant red, green and yellow 
hulls behind grotesquely carved bows. 
Only Men and Ducks Leave Boats. 

“Most of the sampans and junks are 
occupied, for the Chinese rivermens 
families as well as their barnyards 
usually accompany them. The ‘skip- 
pers’ must leave the craft to trade, 
and now and then the ducks are per- 
mitted to take a swim, but the women 
and children stay aboard. 

“Day and night one hears the bois- 
terous oriental chatter of the boats 
people, which even the noisy ‘put-put 
of an occasional modern motor boat 
does not drown, The numerous dia- 
lects of the natives indicate that some 
of the boats have traleved many days 
to reach the port. 

“Wuhu is a port of call for many 
of the large modern steamers that 
ply the Yangtze. From their decks, 
and from points along the road be- 
tween the river and the city, pano- 
ramas looking toward Wuhu and its 
environs include numerous rice fields 
that have helped make this city world 
famous as a rice center. 

Terraced Hillsides. 

“Bach terraced hillside resembles a 
huge picture puzzle, each farm form- 
ing a part, different in size and shape. 
Some of the fields resemble ordinary 
ponds, lifted from the foot of a hill 
and placed on higher elevations. _An- 
other puzzle part is tinted a delicate 
green by new rice shoots that have 
poked their stems above the surface 
of the water, Then there are the black 
puzzle parts which are in preparation 
for irrigation and planting. All over 
the puzzle there are moving figures— 
women planting and_ transplanting 
rice, and men and oxen turning the 
fertile soil with crude implements. 
Normally about 10,000,000 bushels of

This canal and the 
fact that the nearest railroad station 
to Wuhu is at Nanking, 100 miles to 
the northeast as the crow flies, makes 
the Yangtze port an important ship- 
ping point for products from the sur- 
rounding region, destined to foreign 
ports. Among the commodities ex- 
ported are flour, dried ezgs, lamp 
chimneys, coal and cutlery.”

The Garden already has 
Braddock under ironclad contract for 
his first title defense. 

he Garden’s program which in- 
volved the elimination of Joe Louis, 
Detroit negro, from the championship 
picture, took shape suddenly today aft- 
er announcement by its chiéf rival, the 
Twentieth Century Club, that Schmel- 
ing had been matched to fight Louis 
at the Polo Grounds September 18. 

OTH SIGNED. 

The statement of Mike Jacobs, 
Twentieth Century promoter, that 
Schmeling had agreed to terms for a 
fight with Louis was flatly contra- 
dicted by Johnston, who said he had 
concluded his own arrangements today 
‘over the trans-Atlantic telephone with 
Joe Jacobs, Jchmeling’s American 
manager, now in Berlin. 

“As a matter of fact we already 
had Schmeling under contract,” said 
Johnstons “We signed Baer, throngh 
= manager, Ancil Hoffman, last Fri- 
ay.’ 

Hoffman quickly confirmed John- 
ston’s statement. He said Baer’s hands 
will given prompt treatment and 
that the Californian, who: lost 
title ot Braddock a month ago, will 
be in shape to fight whenever the Ger- 
man wants him. Hoffman ridiculed 
Mike Jacobs’ attempt to read Baer out 
of the heavyweight picture.

In- 
dustrial loans followed the upward 
course with ease, but utilities became 
a bit balky just before the close and 
cancelled some of the day's gains. 
Latin-American isstes occupied major 
attention in the foreign division. 


The Associated Press average of 20 
rail bonds advanced .3 of a point to 
$1.4 while other groups remained un- 
changed to .1 of a point higher. Trans- 
fers aggregated $8,181,000, par value, 
the smallest since June 3. Trading in 
government bonds continued far be- 
low normal at approximately $430,- 

Censpicuous in the rail group were 
several issues of the Baltimore & Ohio 
which moved forward on an average 
of a point and loans of the North- 
western & St. Paul also were higher. 
Activity continued in the Great 
Northern group, the general 4 1-2s, 5s 
and 5 1-26 iailine fractions to a full 
point higher. Nickel Plate 6s moved 
up 2 points to 61, and Southern Pa- 
cifie 4 1-28 ended 1 1-8 better at 
74 1-8. Southern Railway bonds were 
quiet and only slightly changed, 

Other bonds making good progress 
included obligations of B. F. Good- 
rich, American Rolling Mill, Postal 
Telegraph, Chile Copper, Columbia 
Gas, Duquesne Light, and United 
Drug. Western Union 5s held un- 
changed at 96 1-2 and Armour 4 1-2s' 
were 1-8 lower at 103 7-8. 

Government bonds swung around in| 
a range of 2 or 3-32nds and ended 
mixed, 1-32nd lower to 2-32nde high- 
er. The 2 7-S treasuries due in 1955, 
to which there was added today an- 
other $100,000.000 at an “auction” in 
Washington, closed 2-32nds lower at 
101.20. 

A large part of the investment 
community was occupied in distribut- 
ing the $40,000,000 Cleveland Elec- 
tric Illuminating 3 3-4s, proceeds from 
which will be used to retire existing 
obligations bearing a higher interest 
rate. Early reports indicated an over- 
subscription to the issue. 

Aside from a modest advance in a 
number of Central and South Ameri- 
can bonds, especially Montevideo 7s, 
there was little doing pricewise, in the 
foreign division. Italian 7s were ac- 
tive but showed little net change. 


MERCHANDISE SALES 


SHOW BIG INCREASE | 
WASHINGTON, July 15.—()— 
Increased sales of general merchan-. 
dise in small towns and rural areas | 
last month were reported today by 
the Commerce Department. 

Based upon figures supplied by mail | 
order houses and chain stores, the re- | 
port showed that June sales in dollar 
volume were 38 per cent abore those 
in June, 1954, and 51 per cent above 
those for June, 1933. 

Average daily sales in June were 
reported 7.5 per cent above those in 
May, although there ordinarily is lit- 
tle change. 

Total sales for the first six months 
of 1935 were 22.5 per cent greater 
than for the corresponding period of

Emphasizing sudden enhancement of 
wheat values were trade advices that 
the harvest morement of the domestic 
winter crop in the southwest had 
about reached the season's peak, and 
that the 1935 merchantable yield in 
Kansas might not be in excess of 50,- 


000,000 bushels. 

Wheat in Chicago closed nervous, 
1 7-8 to 2 5-8 above Saturday's fin- 
ish, September 82 3-4 to 82 7-8, corn 
3-4 to 1 3-4 up, September 75 1-8 to 
75 5-8; oats 5-8 to l-cent advance, 
and provisions unchanged to a rise of 
10 cents. 

From the outset, Chicago wheat 
quotations displayed a decided upward 
trend, influenced by unexpected 
strength shown by the Liverpool mar- 
ket, where bullish factors were reports 
of drouth in Argentina, with notice 
of a sharp falling off in the amount 
of wheat afloat for Europe. 

Relative dragginess of the Chicago 
wheat market as compared with Kan- 
sas City and Minneapolis apparently 
due to prospective increased receipts 
of new wheat from adjacent states. 
On the other hand, more and more 
belief was expressed that the latest 
official Washington crop report had 
overestimated domestic wheat produc- 
tion southwest and northwest alike.

Investment buying in preferred steel 
shares bolstered sentiment in Wall 
Street tonight, and partly offset bear- 
ishness induced by adverse earnings 
reports of two major companies. 

Preferred shares of half a dozen or 
more major steel concerns rose to new 
1935 highs today, and had sufficient 
support to close with substantial 
gains despite profit-taking in the last 
trading hour inspired by lower earn- 
ings reports of the American Tele- 
phone & Telegraph Company, and E. 
I. du Pont de Nemours. 

Behaviour of the senior steel] shares, 
as well as the common issues further 
indicated optimism in the steel indus- 
try. The already bullish tenor was 
boosted by reports of the magazine 
Steel and a 13 per cent increase in 
the weekly operating raze of the steel 
industry reported by the American 
Iron & Steel Institute. 

The steel industry has resisted stub- 
bornly the usual seasonal decline ex- 
pected at this time for a number. of 
weeks, and with the continued sup- 
ah of the automobile industry, 

teel reported an advance of seven 
points to 38 per cent of capacity in 
the operating rate. 

The market continues to respond to 
these routine statistics as investment 
buying predominates, A substantial 
increase in earnings by the major 
companies will have to be shown be- 
fore any extended speculative buying 
can be anticipated. | 

Today's A. T. & T. and du Pont 
reports and their reaction upon these 
stocks bears out this feeling. Both 
these “Investment” issues dropped 
sharply, despite general market bull- 
ishness, 

Financiers continued to believe that 
a return of leadership by the steel 
shares could only be extended through 
similar improvement in the rails. In 
recent trading sessions, including to- 
day's, the rails have done well. Un- 
til substantial increases are shown by 
some of the so-called leaders, however,

LOW-PRICED WINE 
BRINGS TEST ORDER 


Commissioner Linder Asks 
Analysis of Products on 
Sale Here. 


The low price of wine has caused 
Commissioner of Agriculture Tom 
Linder to grow suspicious and he is 
having a number of bottles tested to 
see if it comes up to the requirements 
of the pure food and drug laws. 

“You can’t sell good wine for 50 
cents a quart,” Lincer said yesterday, 
as he ordered food and drug inspectors 
to bring in a quantity of the cheaper 
grades to be examined by State Chem- 
ist C. Reynolds Clark. 

Dr. Clark said yesterday it would 
be several days before he submitted 
his report to Commissioner Linder. 

The commissioner said that he knew 
that the state was being flooded with 
imported wines, but added that he 
could not do anything about the sit- 
uation, even though he believes the 
general assembly. in passing the wine 
act, intended only for Georgia man- 
ufactured wine to be sold. 

“The next legislature wil] have to 
straighten the matter out,’ Linder 
said. “All I can do is to notify local 
authorities of the situation. I am cer- 
tain, however, that under the pure 
food and drug laws we can prosecute 
anyone who is selling wine which does 
not come up to requirements, just 45 
we can prosecute anyone selling in- 
ferior milk or any other food.” 

Linder said that the wine confis- 
cated was gathered in several cities, 
some in Atlanta, some in Savannah, 
and that practically all of the cheaper 
grades was under the scrutiny of Dr. 
Clark.

Modern Farm Homes Is Objective 
Of REA in Georgia, Cocke Asserts 


Electric Lights, Up-to-Date Bathrooms and Kitchens in 
Every Rural Home in State Is Aim of Electrification 
Administration, Director Tells Rotarians. 


Installation of electric lights, mod- 
ern bathrooms and up-to-date kitchens 
in every farm home in Georgia is the 
objective of the Rural Electrification 
Administration, Erle Cocke, state di- 
rector of the National Emergency 
Council, declared yesterday in an ad- 
dress before Atlanta Rotarians at the 
Capital City Club. 

Discussing the $4,880,000,000 works 
relief program, Director Cocke pointed 
out that $250,000,000 has already been 
expended in Georgia by the federal 
government since the inception of the 
New Deal. 

The rural electrification program, 
he said, will be of paramount impor- 
tance to thousands of Geargia farmers

Wire Farm Homes. 

The REA will not merely content 
itself with setting up power poles and 
lines, Mr. Cocke declared. It is part 
of the program to wire farm homes 
and make it possible for farm wives 
to have all the electrical appliances 
of which city housewives boast. 

“The administration is set up for 
the purpose of making available to 
rural communities over our state, elec- 
trical development, and will embra7e 
not only merely the erection of polcs 
and wires, but the wiring of farm 
homes, the installation of electrical 
appliances and the introduction of 
modern bathrooms and modern.-kitchen 
sinks.” the speaker said, 

“Plumbing equipment will be made 
possible for the first time on many 
farms through’ electrically operated 
water systems. Likewise the farm wife 
will be enabled to have running water 
in her kitchen, an electric refrigerator 
and all the-other appliances that are 
inow deemed necessary by the city 
housewife. 

Low Interest Rates. 

“The REA will not make grants. 
Under suitable conditions it will lend 
the entire cost of building power and 
light lines in areas now without elec- 
tric service. Loans will be for 20 


years, normally, at the low interest 
rate of three per cent. And no farmer 
will be requied to mortgage his home 
in order to obtain power. 

“Loans to private companies will 
usually be secured through the general 
credit of the borrawer. In certain in- 
stances, and especially on loans to 
non-profit agencies, the line itself will 
provide the security. The erection of 
lines will be directed by contractors. 
utility companies, states, farmers and 
in certain instances by the federal gor- 
ernment itself.” 

The electrification program will not 
only bring the economic benefits and 
living comforts of electricity to farm- 
ers to whom they have heretofore been 
denied, but will promote national re- 
covery by creating new and profitable 
business for producers of electrical 
and plumbing supplies, equipment and 
appliances, the NEC director pointed 
out. 

Large Sum Spent. 

In discussing what the Roosevelt 
administration has already done for 
Georgia, Mr. Cocke stressed the fact 
that in excess of $250,000,000 has al- 
ready been expended in this state by 
the federal government in the past two 
years. 

Among the sums listed by the speak- 
er were $56,000,000 by the GERA and 
the CWA; $29,000,000 by the PWA; 
$95,000,000 by the Commodity Credit 
Corporation and the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation; $400,000 by the 
Federal Home Loan Bank; $22,000,- 
000 by the Agricultural Adjustment 
Administration: $335,000 by the Soil 
Erosion Service; $2,000,000 by the 
Federal Housing Administration ; $31,- 
400,000 by the Home Owners’ Loan 
Corporation; $9,000,000 by the Bureau 
of Public Roads, and $10,000,000 by 
the War Department and other fed- 
eral agencies. 

These figures do not cover loans 
made by the Federal Land Bank or 
the Federal Intermediate Credit Bank, 
Mr. Cocke said. Neither do they in- 
clude the millions speut on maintain- 
ing CCC camps in Georgia.
